blocking Communist aggression

Sheraton-Astor hotel dinner 
marking the 300th anniversary 
of Jewish life in the United 
States. His speech was nation- 
wide on television and radio. 

The White House called his 
address “non-political” and the 
President nowhere termed it a 
reply to criticism of Republican 
foreign policy by former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman and Adlai 
E. Stevenson, the 1952 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee. 

But his assertion that the free 
world can “indeed take heart” 
over what he outlined as prog- 
ress achieved in the struggle 
against Communism contrasted 
with the picture painted by Tru- 
man and Stevenson in gpeeches 
last week. 

Another Speech Tonight. 


The President will make an- 
other “non-political” address to- 
night when he speaks at the an- 
nual Alfred E. Smith .memorial 
dinner at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. 

(The address will be carried 
by television station WTVI, 
channel 54, and by radio sta- 
tions KSD,; KWK, KMOX and 
KXOK.) 

Last night, in mentioning some 
obstacles still in the way of 
achievement of an enduring 
peace, the President declared:

Mr. Eisenhower went on to 
say that much progress has been 
made toward thwarting — the 
spread of Communism—through 
the new Western Europe de- 
fense alliance agreement and 
through the Southeast Asia pact 
recently signed at Manila, for 
eXample. 

He mentioned also improve- 
ment of the situations in Suez, 
Trieste, Guatemala and other 
areas. 

“In these many ways our na- 
tion will continue tirelessly in 
its quest for peace based on jus- 
tice,” he said. “In recent 
months we have come far—and 
yet we know that the road ahead 
is long and difficult.” 

Three Avenues Toward Peace. 


The Presidertt said that in 
America’s quest for peace, three 
avenues must be trod by this 
country: 

“First, we must tirelessly seek 
—through the United Nations, 
through every other available 
means—to estabhish the condi- 
tions for honorable peace. 

“Second, we must promote the 
unity and collective strength of 
other free peoples. 

“Third, we must maintain 
enough military strength to de- 
ter aggression and promote 
peace.” 

In elaborating on the latter 
point, he declared: 

“Together with the armed 
strength of other free nations, 
our military power—the greatest 
in our peacetime history—is to- 
day a deterrent to war. This 
awesome power we must and 
shall maintain, for we are de- 
termined that at all times, in 
today’s uncertain world, we shall 
be able to deal effectively and 


PRESIDENT SLIPS 
IN SPEECH, CALLS 
ISAIAH A ‘PRIVATE’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
A lifetime of military service ap- 
parently has left its mark on 
President Eisenhower—he in- 
advertently gave the biblical 
Isaiah the rank of “private” last 
night. 

Near the end of his speech at 
the American Jewish tercenten- 
tary dinner, the President said: 
“We know, with the ‘Private’ 
Isaiah, that the work of right- 
eousness shall be peace.” 

The prepared text of his 
speech, distributed in advance, 
correctly identified Isaiah as 
“prophet,” not “private.” 


DUKE DENIES

A ‘SAUSAGE’ 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (UP)—The 
Duke of Edinburgh denied last 
night that he called Queen Eliz- 
abeth II “Sausage” on their com- 
monwealth tour last February. 
“It is a nice story,” the Queen’s 
husband told members of the 
Australia Club, “but only a 
myth.” 

Britons chuckled when word 
came back from Australia that 
the Duke had been overheard 
telling the Queen on a particu- 
larly hot and humid day: “Perk 
up, Sausage, you're drooping a 
pit.” 
“I must admit I have never 
heard the term ‘sausage’ as a 
term of endearment,” the Duke 
said. “In fact, I cannot. really 
imagine that being called a sau- 
sage in any circumstance can 
be very encouraging.” 


HANDED $12,000 
BY ERROR, SPENDS

NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower told state 
Republican campaign workers 
today it was “tremendously im- 
portant” that Senator Irving M. 
Ives be elected Governor to 
carry on the Republican pro- 
gram. 

Reporters traveling with the 
President said it was the most 
outright indorsement that Mr. 
Eisenhower -has given to any 
individual candidate in the pres- 
ent political campaign. 

The President's visit to Re- 
publican headquarters in the 
Hotel Roosevelt came at a time 
when newspaper polls indicated 
that Ives is trailing Averell Har- 
Democratic-Liberal 
candidate for Governor. 

After the brief talk to cam- 
paign workers, the President set 
out on a three-and-a-half-hour 
tour of New York City. 

No inkling of the tour, ob- 
viously in behalf of Republican 
state candidates, had come until 
police disclosed the plans about 
an our before it was to start. 

It was reminiscent of the fa- 
mous motorcade of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt who, seek- 
ing a fourth term; toured the 
city bareheaded in a heavy rain 
just 10 years ago today in his 
campaign for a fourth term 
against Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 

Mr. Ejisenhower’s motorcade 
was scheduled to tour through 


Manhattan, the Bronx and Brook- 


lyn. Accompanying him were 
Gov. Dewey and Ives. 
Ingredients For Victory. 

Referring to the current po- 
litical campaign in the state, Mr. 
Eisenhower said to the campaign 
workers: “One indispensable in- 
gredient in any victory is heart.” 

He said that in the military 
service this was known as morale 
and esprit de corps. 

The former commander of the 
American military forces in Eu- 
rope said he thought he knew 
something about battles and said 
he never knew anyone to win 
when they looked “like this”— 
putting his hands to his face 
and showing a gloomy expres- 
sion. 

He declared that many things 
were necessary to win—organi- 
zation, plans, money—but that 
none was so important as the 
heart for a fight. 

He said he was here possibly 
more as a voter in New York 
state than as a “temporary resi- 
dent” of Washington. 

He said there was nothing se-

The case of Thomas P. Her- 
mann, charged with the murder 
or Dr. Cecil A. Z. Sharp, went 
to the jury at 12:50 p.m. in 
Circuit Court at Clayton today 
following final arguments by 
counsel.

Defendant Not on Stand. 


Defense Counsel Henry G. 
Morris rested his case when 
court opened today without put- 
ting Hermann on the stand. The 
defendant had been placed at 
the scene of the crime in testi- 
mony given Tuesday’ by Cecil 
Sharp, 16, the physician’s son. 
In their closing arguments, 
both Morris and Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney William C. Mc- 
Laughlin agreed that the case 
hinged on the boy’s identifica- 
tion of Hermann as the man he 
saw holding a gun when his 
father was shot. 

No other witness linked Tom 
Hermann to the spot of the kill- 
ing, and the murder weapon 
never was found. Cecil did not 
identify Hermann at the inquest 
held two days after the crime.

McLean said it was “a laugh 
and a joke” for anyone to say 
that. Arkansas Power & Light's 
directors decided to ask for the 
rate increase. Middle South 
owns all the utility’s common 
stock and, in effect, appoints 
the directors, he explained. 

“Why they don’t resign en 
masse is more than I can see,” 
he went on. “I understand they 
have been passing the word 
around that they pleaded with 
Mr. Dixon (Edgar H. Dixon, 
president of Middle South) not 
to go ahead with the rate in- 
crease.” 

High Earning Rate. 
Arkansas Power & Light’s 
securities never earned a higher 
rate than they do now, McLean 
said. The utility earned 10.7 
per cent on its common stock 
in 1951, 11 per cent in 1952 
and 10.1 per cent in 1953, he 
added. 

Middle South took out of the 
business in cash dividends 7 per 
cent on its investment in 1951 
and 8.4 per cent in both 1952 
and 1953, he went on. 

“Isn't that a pretty sweet 
earning rate and return to the 
parent company of an monop- 
oly?” he said he asked company 
directors in a letter opposing the 
rate increase. 

He testified that Middle South 
common stock, now selling 
around $29 a share, is bringing 
15 to 16 times its annual rate 
of return. He figured the equity 
of the stock at about. $22 a 
share. 

Asked for an explanation of 
his figures, the banker told a 
reporter later that a market 
price of about 1 Oto 12 times 
the annual return is not out of 
line. When the selling price is 
higher than that, he said, it in- 
dicates anticipation of greater 
returns in the future. 

Middle South stock is now 
bringing an annual return of 
less than $2, McLean said.

Grew Polio Virus. 

Under the 57-year-old direc- 
tor’s leadership, the three de- 
velopéd in 1949 a method of 
growing polio virus’ in cultures 
composed of non-nervous human 
tissue in a nutrient bath. This 
development made possible the 
growth of sufficient polio virus 
—of the three known strains— 
so that the 1954 polio vaccine 
program could be carried out in 
the United States. Results of 
that program are still being 
compiled. 

Previous to 1948, attempt to 

w the polio virus in nerve 
tissue were rarely successful and 
it had never been cultivated in 
cells of .extra-neural origin. In 
that year Enders and Weller 
were experimenting with the 
cultivation of mumps and influ- 
enza viruses suspénded in cul- 
tures of chick embryonic tissue 
in a nutritive solution. 

By substituting human tissue 
known to contain no intact nerve 
cells for the chick embryonic 
tissue, they attempted to grow 
Type II Lansing strain of the 
polio virus. 

“Although our approach 
seemed logical,” Enders noted 
later, “we were nevertheless 
much surprised to find that the 
virus multiplied and were re- 
leased into the fluid medium in 
considerable amounts and in- 
dications were obtained that the 
virus injured and killed the tis- 


sue cells. 
Other Types Cultivated.

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State Believes Someone 
Helped Killer Destroy. 
Evidence : After the 
Crime.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 21—The 
State of Ohio’s blueprint for 
the prosecution of Dr. Sam Shep- 
pard includes a dramatic plan 


complice’—an accessory after 
the fact—during the trial of the 
athletic young osteopath for the 
bludgeo& murder of his wife. 
The district attorney hopes 
to prove, as the evidence un- 
folds, that Dr. Sheppard was 


aided after the murder by some- 
one who joined him at the scene 
for a considerable length of 
time, then departed and slipped 
back unnoticed into the life of 
the gay fashionable beach re- 
sort of Bay Village. 

“We have never ruled out the 


morning after the crime,” a 
spokesman for the state declared 
today. “Qn the contrary,: our 
best evidence points to just 
that.” 

Corps of Detectives at Work. 

He added that a corps of de- 
tectives have been working in 
support of that aspect of the 
case ever since the Cleveland 
police were let in on the mystery 
(21 days after the murder took 
place), and they are still work- 
ing on it. 

Assistant prosecutor John J. 
Mahon, in charge of the state’s 
case in the courtroom, says he 
believes the jigsaw clues so far 
amassed fit a picture of Shep- 
pard as the killer of his wife and 
a person unnamed as the “mys- 
tery accomplice.” It has not 
been suggested that the ‘“mys- 
tery accomplice” had anything 
to do with the commission of the 
crime; the sleuths on the case 
lean to the theory, so far not 
hinted at in the courtroom, that 
the second person entered the 
— after the deed had been 

one. 


this person might have done any 
one or more of several things 
that early morning of July 4, in 
the two or two and.a half hours 
the police beliéve elapsed be- 
tween Marilyn Sheppard’s death 
and the time her husband made 
his first telephone call announc- 
ing the tragedy: 

1. Helped the killer to “pull 
himself together.” 

2. Rubbed fingerprints off 
all the furniture in the living 
room. (The Sheppards had en- 
tertained neighbors that night, 
but neither the neighbors’ fin- 
gerprints nor the doctor’s nor 
his wife’s were found where 
they might have been expect- 
ed to be found.) 

3. Carried away the murder 
weapon, which has not been 
found to this day. 

4. Destroyed or carried away 
Dr. Sheppard’s T-shirt, which 
he had been wearing shortly 
before the killing. He was 
naked to the waist when the 
first friends arrived in re- 
sponse to his summons, and he 
could not explain how or 
where he had lost the T-shirt, 
and no trace of it has been 
found. 

5. Tipped over the doctor's 
bag and emptied desk drawers 
and tried to simulate the ‘“‘ran- 
sacking” of a prowler. 

‘Sherlock Holmes Stuff.’ 


Of course all this is merely 
Sherlock Holmes stuff, as of 
now, and the hands of the clock 
between the two flags on the 
courtroom wall will turn many 
times before judge and jury are 
in a position to weigh its merit. 
But the prosecution does not in- 
tend to rely merely on deft 
cross-examination and the clever 
putting together of two and two 
to convince the jury of the ex- 
istence of the “mystery accom- 
plice.” They intend to name him 
—or her—and identify him—or 
her—through testimony from the 
witness stand. 

“It is the state’s belief that 
witnesses hitherto reluctant to 
tell what they know about this 
second person will come forward 
as the trial progresses and the 
prosecution’s case builds to a 
climax. 

“You have to understand Bay 
Village to realize what happend 
after this crime occurred,” a 
member of the staff declared.

The St. Louis Senator orig- 
inally proposed to require the 
nomination of nonpartisan can- 
didates by petitions through 
amendment of the new state 
Hilsman Act, under which minor 
party candidates must obtain 
nominating petitions to qualify 
for a place on Missouri ballots. 

He said he was advised, how- 
ever, that repeal of existing 
laws relating to nonpartisan can- 
didates \would automatically 
bring them under terms of the 
Hilsman law. 

The 1953 Hilsman Act, spon- 
sored by the St. Louis Senator, 
is designed to keep unrepresent- 
ative minor political parties off 
the ballot in Missouri. It is 
aimed primarily at the Commu- 


nist and Christian Nationalist 
parties. 
Supreme Court Ruling. 

Hilsman said he thought at the 
time the minor party law was 
passed that it also covered non- 
partisan candidates. But the 
Supreme Court held in the 
Preisler case that nonpartisan 
candidates could get on the bal- 
lot without nominating petitions, 
under other laws not repealed 
by the Hilsman Act. 

If the court had ruled that 
Preisler’s candidacy was subject 
to the Hilsman act, the non- 
partisan congressional candidate 
would have had to file nominat- 
ing petitions signed by Second 
District voters. The number of 
signatures would have had to be 
equal to at least 2 per cent of 
the total vote cast in the district 
in 1952, or at least 4617 signa- 
tures. 

Hilsman said he thinks the 
law should be changed because 
he fears the court’s decision 
“opens the door” for evasion. of 
the Hilsman act by making it 
possible for minor party can- 
didates to get on the ballot with- 
out nominating petitions in the 
guise of nonpartisan candidates.

St. Louis can make surprisingly rapid strides 
along the path of progress and reform if it en- 
joys a helping hand from the next Missouri 
Legislature. Specifically, it will be necessary for 
the Legislature to remove the principal road- 
blocks preventing economy and efficiency in 
local government, to-wit: 

A lack of local control over municipal affairs. 
The St. Louis municipal corporation—that is, the 
layer of local government run by the Mayor 
under policies set by the Board of Aldermen— 
must be permitted to control the so-called 
“county” offices. These independent political 
empires are supported by St. Louisans who have 
little to say about how they are operated and 
how much they spend. 

It may be that the people will assert their de- 
termination to take over these offices when and 
if they get around to revising their 40-year-old 
City Charter. But that will take at least another 
year. Why should St. Louis have to wait that 
long when the Legislature can put the reins in 
the city’s hands before the fifteenth of January 
rolls around if it wants to? 

A lack of local control over public school af- 
fairs. From an organizational viewpoint the St. 
Louis Board of Education, a creature of the 
Legislature, is nothing less than a multi-headed 
monster with a healthy appetite for taxes. Sev- 
eral of those heads must be chopped off so that 
the system can be operated efficiently under a 
single executive. This is the so-called “unit 
control” plan that has suffered slow death in 
each of the last several legislative sessions. 

A simpler method of giving the schools what 
they need is to permit the School Board to or- 
ganize in any way it sees fit. Kansas City appar- 
ently has this much freedom. If home rule over 
organization is good for Kansas City, why would 
it not be good for St. Louis? 

A lack of support for the Bi-State Agency. 
Failure of the last Legislature to adequately 
spell out this important body's powers has made 
it difficult for Bi-State to market its bonds, and 
this has considerably cramped its scope. This 
failure also may prevent the agency from ac- 
quiring the McKinley Bridge, a structure that 
in Bi-State’s hands might eventually be thrown 
open to toll-free use. 

St. Louis needs strong support in Jefferson 
City on other matters, too. Improvements in po- 
lice salaries, a more adequate off-street parking 
act, and so on. Will the city get what it needs? 

That depends upon the complexion of the St. 
Louis delegation, in the next Legislature, and 
that will be up to the people. All 18 St. Louis 
seats in the House and the city’s three even 
numbered seats in the Senate will be at stake in 
the Nov. 2 election. 

How do the candidates stand on these issues 
that are so vital to the future of a great city? 
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Doctor’s Hours 

A physician in Knoxville, Tenn., has just 
started doing something so sensible that many 
people will wonder why someone did not think 
of it before. 

Some of the wondering will be done by people 
who have had to try to get a doctor in the 
middle of the night. 

Other wondering will be done by doctors who 
have been awakened after a tough day’s work. 

For Dr. Frederick W. Carr is maintaining 6 
p.m. to 6 a.m. hours. He doctors during the night 
and sleeps in daytime. 

A fellow Knoxville physician says this novel 
arrangement “meets a real need and solves a 
problem with which the profession has been 
confronted.” 

It's a humane idea—for the sick, and for 
fellow-doctors, who need their rest, too. 

What other doctor, and where, will be the next 
to see the sense in Prescription Nightshift? 
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Leave It to the Kids 

High school students at New Rochelle, N.Y., 
did a smart and kind thing when they invited 
10 boys and girls from Baltimore and Washing- 
ton high schools to visit them. 

The Baltimore and Washington students came 
from schools where disturbances recently oc- 
curred following the start of racial integration. 
At New Rochelle, 400 Negro and 1200 white 
students have been attending the same school 
peacefully and without tension for some years. 
The Baltimore and Washington students carried 
home the story of how it had been done. 

As numerous communities including many 
in Missouri are learning, there isn’t any par- 
ticular trick to it if the young people are let 
alone. The Baltimore and Washington students 
confirmed this in their own case when they 
blamed the disturbances there entirely upon 
adult agitators. They told of being called 
“chicken” and threatened by, anonymous phone 
callers if they attended school with Negroes. 


One of the Missouri communities which has 
successfully opened its high school without ra- 
cial restrictions is Mexico. A student editor 
there wrote in the school paper: 

About all it amounts to is some 40 new 
students going to Mexico High School. We 
don’t think it should be a strange adven- 
ture or an exciting experiment or a big 
production. We just hope the townspeople 
don't show too much concern, because we 
feel that, generally, we students will take 
the change in stride. 

That is the way it seems to be working out. 
In every community where racial bars are being 
let down in the schools, this appears to be one 
problem that can safely be left to the kids. 
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Banishing a Phantom 

“Phantom freight,” one device of the basing- 
point system, long the target of anti-trust re- ° 
formers, now comes under the fire of a group of 
business men. These are the automobile deal- 
ers, 33,000 of them who are banded together in 
the National Automobile Dealers Association. 

Caught in a profit squeeze in the automobile 
manufacturers’ battle for markets, the dealers 
are aggressively looking for means of survival. 
One of these me&ans, they believe, is an end to 
the system under which they pay freight charges 
on their cars from Detroit even though the cars 
may be assembled in their own cities or in some 
city much nearer them than Detroit. 

It is six years now since the United States Su- 
preme Court substantially struck down the bas- 
ing-point system in an decision against the ce- 
ment industry. Shortly thereafter an attempt 
was made in Congress to enact legislation which 
would circumvent the court's ruling. 

Senator Douglas of Illinois called it a bill 
that “would enable big business to destroy com- 
petition.” It was vetoed by then President Tru- 
man and the following year the steel industry 
renounced the basing-point system in an agree- 
ment with the Federal Trade Commission. Steel 
and cement had been the industries in which 
the basing-point system had been most notably 
used. In clinging to the fiction of “phantom 
freight,” therefore, the automobile industry is in- 


dulging in a practice which is both obsolete and 
discredited. Since it ¢annot sell cars without 
dealers—and solvent dealers, not bankrupt ones 
—the National Automobile Dealers Association 
seems clearly to be in a strong position to get 
rid, finally, of an incubus it should have been 
rid of long ago. 
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Philip Young’s Curious Role 

It is not surprising that Vice President Nixon 
should go about the country playing the “num- 
bers game” on security separations. He is a 
highly partisan officeholder waging a highly 
partisan campaign. When he juggles the fig- 
ures on the security program, granting his 
audiences a strictly controlled peek at selected 
portions of what he claims to be official statis- 
tics, he is quite in character, and not at all 
convincing. 

The role of the Civil Service Commission in 
the numbers game is not so easily explained. 
Though its chairman is a Republican—Philip 
Young, the son of Owen D. Young—the com- 
mission ought not to be, and up to now has not 

, been, considered an adjunct of the national com- 


mittee of the party in power. e 


As’ The Washington Star points out, the com- 
mission has been reluctant in the past to release 
any detailed information on results of the se- 
curity program, presumably because it can be 
so easily misconstrued. Yet a few days ago the 
commission suddenly announced its figures of 
6926 security separations up to last June 30. 
The timing was so obviously political, such a 
convenient adjunct to Mr. Nixon’s numbers game, 
that it could just as well have been prescribed 
by the Republican National Committee. 

As if this were not enough, the Commission 
is now apparently playing a game of its own, 
the object being to postpone until after elec- 
tion publication of its so-called “White 
Paper,” purporting to set forth all the inside 
facts about operation of the security program. 
The presumably full information in this report 
might illuminate some of the partisan state- 
ments being made about security separations. 
The House Civil Service Committee asked for 
the report by Sept. 1.but then changed the 
deadline to Oct. 20. The réport has still not been 
filed. Chairman Rees of Kansas says it will 
probably come in too late now to be processed 
before Nov. 2. 

Philip Young’s appointment as chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission was supposed to be a 
high-level affair. He had served in various ad- 
ministrative posts under the New Deal, as depu- 
ty Lend-Lease Administrator during the war, and 
as dean of the Columbia University graduate 
school of business, He is not adding to his repu- 
tation by taking a hand in the numbers game. 
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Handcuffing the Helping Hand 


President Syngman Rhee of Korea possesses 
a singular knack for repaying helpfulness with 
stubbornness. Ever since the start of reconstruc- 
tion planning for his country he has been want- 
ing to spend United States millions for plush 
hotels and motels and radio transmitters instead 
of the housing, clothing and bread and butter 
his people tragically need. 

Now he is making a monkey out of his best 
friend again by resisting the United States’ 
efforts to get him to establish a rational rate 
of exchange, curb inflation, and buy relief goods 
wherever they are cheapest, including Japan. 
Instead, he has taken steps to make it impos- 
sible for the United States Eighth Army to pay 
its 100,000 Korean employes. Such is his strange 
notion of retaliation. 

It is true that the United States may be un- 
able to deal as firmly as it would like. This 
country is bound to' help Korea in its own in- 
terest, and to do that it must deal with Rhee. 
But is American diplomacy being as firm as it 
can afford to be? Is it calling all bluffs?—and 
many of these embarrassing obstructions are 
little more, for Korea must have American aid. 

Syngman Rhee understands firmness, or he 
would not be able to hand out so much of it. 
Perhaps a little more firmness with him would 
pay dividends in mutual respect. 
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As to Apathy 

When a political candidate begins talking 
about campaign apathy, the next thing you know 
he is running scared. This is the curious rule 
to which Thomas L. Stokes .addresses himself, 
in his column opposite this page, and which 
seems proved again by the antics in the New 
York gubernatorial campaign. 

There the normally careful Senator Ives re- 
vived an old pier scandal to fire at Averell Har- 
riman, and the Democratic candidate promptly 
replied, as he had under oath 25 years earlier, 
that he knew nothing about it. 

Just before this televised pot-shot, Senator 
Ives was quoted as saying he was concerned 
about “apathy” in Republican party ranks and 
among the voters. Columnist Stokes questions 
this apathy business. Apathy, he suggests, is 
what the electorate is normally accused of be- 
fore the tide of votes sweeps over the accusers. 
Maine was supposed to be apathetic about its 
recent election just before the voters: elected 
their first Democratic: governor in 20 years. 

As for New York, not even a Geiger counter 
could detect much apathy there. The Democrats 
have made unemployment and economic con- 
ditions their main issue. Senator Ives certainly 
was not apathetic to this challenge. He went on 
television with his own*program for economic 
stability. 


Then along came results of the New York 
Daily News poll, as Mr. Stokes observes a re- 
liable poll as political polls go. The count showed 
Harriman running well ahead of Ives. There 
followed like a model of theatrical timing the 
Senator’s dramatic revival meeting featuring 
the 25-year-old pier scandal.

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A Continental Defense Army 

The Departmént of Defense took a greatly 
needed and long delayed step forward last Au- 
gust when it made the continental defense of 
the United States a responsibility of a joint 
command of all three services with the Air 
Force having over-all responsibility. The Army 
has followed up by announcing that as its part 
it is making Gen. John E. Dahlquist, presently 
Chief of Army Field Forces, responsible for “the 
ground defenses of the U.S.”

WASHINGTON. 


More than four years ago the Lattl- 
more case began with an ugly sneer by 
Senator McCarthy, it then was con- 
tinued by the undisguised hostility of 
Senator McCarran, and finally, to the 
alarm and indignation of all who 
cherish the principles of civil liberty, 
it became one of the favorite themes 
of the Department of Justice, which 
behaved as if it were engaged in a 
personal vendetta 
with Mr. Lattimore. 

The department 
has pursued Mr. 
Lattimore with a 
tenacity and lack of 
chivalry that disfig- 
ure its traditions. 

In its latest phase 
the case has ceased 
to be one of person- 
al liberty; it has 
raised the greatest 
issues of the rights 
of the citizen sub- 
ject to harassment 
by the very. depart- 
ment’ of govern- 
ment which should throw the shield 
of its power over any individual exposed 
to injustice. 

At the end of March 1950, Senator 
McCarthy, using the forum of the Sen- 
ate to grant him immunity against libel, 
described Mr. Lattimore as “one of the 
top Communist agents in this country.” 


McCarran Takes Up the Quarrel 


A committee headed by Senator Tyd- 
ings investigated this charge. After an 
exhaustive inquiry it reported that the 
charges against Mr. Lattimore were “a 
fraud and a hoax perpetrated on the 
Senate of the United States and the 
American people.” 

The verdict, decisive and resounding, 
should have buried the dispute in ig- 
nominy. But thi8 was 1950, and Senator 
McCarthy’s power still raged at flood- 
tide. His close friend Senator McCar- 
ran took ‘up the quarrel with Mr. Latti- 
more. As chairman of the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee, Senator 
McCarran began an investigation of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, whose 
journal Pacific Affairs Mr. Lattimore 
had edited from 1934 to 1941. 


+ The committee seized the records and 
files of the Institute, going back some 
and studied them for five 
months. From July 25, 1951, to Feb. 
21, 1952, the committee heard public 
testimony from various witnesses on the 
Institute’s affairs. Although part of this 
evidence was critical of Mr. Lattimore, 
and although these criticisms were wide- 
ly reported, he was given no chance to 
defend himself until February 1952. 

Cross-examination lasted 12 days, the 
longest ordeal inflicted on a private 
citizen in the history of Congress. Based 
on a few answers selected from this 
mass of testimony—and even these an- 
swers were not always fairly presented 
to the grand jury—the charge of per- 
jury was prepared. 


Judge Youngdahl’s Verdict 


Mr. Lattimore has not been accused 
of being a spy or of handing over secrets 
to Russia and Communist China. He has 
been accused on the basis of his opin- 
fons. Yet Mr. Lattimore has never 
stood trial even for his opinions. The 
only thing that has been before the 
court is the validity of the indictment. 

In 1953 Judge Youngdahl dismissed 
four of the seven counts and cast doubt

on the other three by ordering a Bill of 


Particulars on them. 

The Department of Justice appealed 
from this verdict in the District Court 
of Washington to the Federal Court of 
Avge: By a vote of six to one the 
peals Court sustained Judge Youngdahl’s 
ruling on the main count. A spokesman 
for the Department of Justice then said 


they would take the case to the Supreme 
Court in order to get a full indictment 
against Mr. Lattimore. 


The events show that the department 
is unwilling to bring its case before 
the Supreme Court. Instead it pre- 
pared a new charge and secured a new 
indictment before a grand jury. 


But for one count, the charges ‘re- 
maining are trivial or redundant. The 
heart of the case is the charge that 
Mr. Lattimore lied when he denied 
having been a “Communist sympathiz- 
er” or a “promoter” of Communist 
causes, 


The two courts dismissed these 
phrases as too vague to sustain a charge 
of perjury. Judge Youngdahl had ruled 
that a jury could only determine that 
a person was a Communist sympathizer 
by engaging in speculation, a process 
contrary to law, since “it is fundamental 
that a jury should not be asked to deter- 
mine an issue that can be decided only 
on conjecture.” 


New Indictment’s Charge 


The new indictment. charges Mr. 
Lattimore with having lied when he 
denied being a “follower of the Com- 
munist line” and a “promoter of Con- 
munist interest.” Judge Youngdahl 
described the phrase “Communist sym- 
pathizer” as “nebulous and indefinite.” 
Is the phrase “A follower of the Com- 
munist line” more precise and definite? 

That worried the Department of 
Justice; which tried to solve this prob- 
lem by a device which bears more hon- 
or to its sense of ingenuity than to its 
sense of fairness. It prepared a long 
list of quotations from Mr. Lattimore’s 
books and articles to support its claim 
that he had been following the Com- 
munist line. 


Now this procedure in itself was open 
to reproach. But what followed was 
even worse. Mr. Leo A. Rover, repre- 
senting the Department of Justice, went 
on a television program to comment on 
the new indictment. A shocked Mr. 
Lattimore, in self-defense, had no alter- 
native at this stage but to accept the 
television. company’s offer to make a 
— statement in reply to the indict- 
ment. , 


“Criticism Becomes a Synonym’ 


Nor does that end the catalogue of 
offenses committed by the Department 
of Justice. Mr. Lattimore has written 
more than a dozen books and hundreds 
of articles. From this material the 
Department of Justice has selected a 
number of quotations, in many instances 
tortured from their context, to buttress 
its charge that Mr. Lattimore has been 
following the Communist line. 


Many of the quotations do not bear 
the interpretation placed on them and 
quite often, in the passages cited, Mr. 
Lattimore was defending the official 
policy of the State Department towards 
China. At other times Mr. Lattimore 
was being critical of American policy. 

When has criticism become-a synonym 
for perjury or boost of Communism?

Between Book Ends 
A Pebble on an Arid Beach 


A DAY OF IMPATIENCE, by Raffaele La Capria, 
translated from the Italian by William Fense 
Weaver. (Farrar, Straus and Young, 207 pgs., $3.) 
Jacques Barzun once observed with 

characteristic intelligence that “the 
artist makes patterns so as to focus 
the beholder’s feelings upon what his 
life is really like; art makes us imagine 
once again what we actually are under- 
neath the cloak of convention. .. .” 

One could attach this statement te 
“A Day of Impatience,” a first noval 
by the young and gifted Italian novel- 
ist, Raffaele Le Capria, and let it go 
at that. But the novel is too pertinent, 
at least to the affairs of a young unset- 
tled generation, I believe, for such a 
once-over-lightly treatment. 

Mr. La Capria’s story has to do with 
an adolescent male’s entrance into the 
adult physical world through the whim 
of a girl who mistakes promiscuity for 
sophistication. These two, the unnamed 
young man and Mira, the opportunist 
are the only characters of importance in 
Mr. La Capria’s image of postwar 
Naples. But though the scope is admit- 
tedly slight, we see in these two a 
vision of young lovers everywhere. The 
degradation, the drug addiction, the 
homosexuality are not important, and 
one wonders if “A Day of Impatience” 
might not have been a more persuasive 
novel without such matters. The only 
important aspect of “A Day of Impa- 
tience” is the unaltering hardness of 
Mira and the young man’s character, 
changing and yet unchanging. 

He falls in love with a woman he 
despises, not a novel situation. But 
Mr. La Capria’s observations about this 
affair are novel, novel at least in their 
solidness and plausibility. 

The young man is a modern Ulysses 
in an age of expectation, looking for 
something, knowing not what, never 
finding it, and when it does appear (if 
it does indeed), not recognizing it. But 
the physical contact is something to 
cling to, and he accepts it with its 
desperate moments of significant trivi- 
alities as an extension of himself into 
reality even though Mira deserts him 
for another man. 

“I found myself alone,” he says at 
the‘ end of the novel, “alone in’ the 
deserted street at the most solitary 
hour of my life like a pebble left on 
an arid beach by a receding wave... . 
I was longing for love as a barren land 
longs for rain. I was badly off with 
Mira, that’s true, but worse without 
her. I could no longer form a concep- 
tion of myself.” 

So it is with young love—little re- 
strained by convention, sufficient unto 
itself while perilously uncertain as to 
outcome, and giving vitality to persons 
who might otherwise lead Thoreau’s 
quiet life of desperation. 

But that this is not enough, this phys- 
ical relationship or memory of it, is 
one of the things to take from Mr. 
Capria’s novel. The implication of what 
transpires here is that the flesh is ine 
adequate. A spiritual relationship is 
necessary to fill the vacuum. That the 
author finds none is only to confirm 
its need. 

Observant, intelligent, deeply felt, 
well written and, one imagines, well 
translated, “A Day of Impatience” takes 
one back to days of youth and struggle 
for values. And if someone says his 


youth had values’ these people lack, 


that is all the more reason to know

At the Caracas cop- 
ference earlier this year, the 
American republics agreed that 
if international Communism 
were to gain control of the po- 
litical institutions of any one 
American state, this control 
would endanger them all and 
therefore would demand collec- 
tive action. Recently such a 
threat arose in Guatemala. The 
American states were preparing 
to act together to meet it when 
the Guatemalans themselves re- 
moved the danger. The Caracas 


agreement will stand as a bul-, 
wark of freedom in the West-| 
ern hemisphere. 

In a number of areas through- | 
out the free world, dangers to |, 
peace have been eliminated. | 
The problem of Trieste, a threat | 
to peace for a decade, has now | 


been satisfactorily solved in| 
Italy and Yugoslavia, with 
friendly assistance from the 


United States and Great Brit- 
ain. Egypt and Britain appear 
to have reached an amicable ad- 
justment of questions centering | 
on Suez. Iran has been helped | 
in settling its difficult internal 
problems and is moving toward 
firm and friendly relations with 
the West. 

In the Near East, we are all 
regretfully aware that the 
major difference between Is- 
rael and the Arab states re- 
main unresolved. Our goal 
there, as elsewhere, is just 
peace. By friendship toward 
both, we shall continue to 
contribute to peaceful rela- 
tions among these peoples. 
And in helping to strengthen 
the security of the entire Near 
East, we shall make sure that 
any arms we provide are de- 
voted to that purpose, not to 
creating local imbalances 
which could be used for in- 
timidation of or aggression 
against any neighboring na- 
tions. In every such arrange- 
ment we make with any na-' 
tion, there is ample assur- 
ance that this distortion of 
purpose cannot occur. 

The fact that so many sub- 
born problems have been re- 
solved with patience and for- 
bearance surely justifies our 
hope that, by similar efforts, the 
nations of the free world will 
be able to eliminate other prob- 
lems. Such efforts themselves 
tend to bring the free nations 
closer together. In speaking re- 
cently of the’ London confer- 
ence, Sir Winston Churchill 
said of his country and the 
United States, “true and friend- 
ly comprehension between our 
kindred nations has_ rarely 
reached a higher standard.” 

When we think of these many 
encouraging developments over 
the world, and the patient, help- 
ful work that brought them 
about~when we _ contemplate 
the fact that the seemingly end- 
less war in Korea, with its 
tragic casualty lists, is a thing 
of the past—and when we see 
improvement in area after area, 
from Suez to Iran, from Trieste 
to Guatemala, from London to 
Manila—then we indeed take 
heart. 

Irf addition, we must devise 
means by which more highly de- 
veloped countries can assist peo- 
ples who face the difficulties of 
an earlier stage of economic de- 
velopment. 

As we continue to assist in 
these efforts, we shall also con- 
tribute much to free world unity 
by the wise use of our great eco- 
nomic power. 

We have, in the past, provided 
indispensable assistance to our 
partners. We continue to stand 
ready to help: To repair the 
ravages of war; to ease economic 
difficulties caused by vital ef- 
forts to build defensive military 
strength; to relieve disasters 
from flood or famine. 

Economic relations, however, 
are not a one-way street. If the 
common goal is to be reached, 
free nations must subordinate 
the selfish to the general inter- 
est. All must bear their fair 
share of the common burden. 
All must do more to liberalize 
the exchange of goods among 
free peoples. Let us be mindful, 
first of all, of ouf own respon- 
sibility in this field. Bold action 
could release powerful forces of 
economic enterprise from which 

the whole free world would bene- 
fit. 

If there were no other rea- 
son for national policy being 
concerned every day and 
every minute with the. na- 
tion’s economy and with full 
employment, it would be justi- 
fied by the need for this kind 
«? economic strength in meet- 
i~g world problems. 

We must continue to explore 
ways in which nuclear discov- 
eries can be turned to the serv- 
ice of man’s peaceful needs.

Gavilan-Saxton Bout 

Poor, Decision Worse. 

HERE wasn't a thrill in 
T the 15 rounds that the wel- 

téerweight titl® match be- 
tween Johnny Saxton and Kid 
Gavilan lasted in Philadelphia. 
Television fans, had they been 
able, no doubt would have 
joined the chorus of ringside 
boos which greeted the ending 
of most rounds. 

And the decision seemed 
even worse. 

It is hard’ to argue from a 
TV view with an official on 
the scene but when such a 
large majority of the report- 
ers at ringside disagree with 
the officials it indicates that 
the officials may have been 
wrong. 

In one poll, 20 of the 22 
boxing writers thought that 
Gavilan had won, and several 
of them awarded him as many 
as 10 rounds out of the 15, 
which was about the way it 
was viewed by this writer 
from a TV seat. 

True, it was one of Gavi- 
lan's worst fights. Certainly it 
was the worst the writer ever 
saw him make either from 
ringside or TV. 

Still, Saxton didn’t do 
enough to win the match, let 
alone gain a championship. 
He appeared to have a very 
healthy respect for the Kid 
and you were reminded of the 
remark Johnny is reported to 
have made after watching 
Gavilan wreck Johnny Brat- 
ton. 

“I don’t want to fight that 
guy,” Saxton is said to have 
declared on that occasiom and 
he surely gave the impression 
last night that he wanted to 
stay as far away from the 
Cuban as possible. 


Boxers Don’t Feel 

Safe in Philly. 

AVILAN made a mistake, 
(50 course, in declaring that 

the fight was “fixed,” that 
he knew he could not win ex- 
cept by a knockout. But that, 
unfortunately, has been the 
opinion of other out-of-town 
boxers visiting Philadelphia. 

Ezzard Charlies and his 
handlers thought he had de- 
feated Joe Walcott when they 
fought in Philadelphia where 
Walcott was a very popular 
figure. You'll remember that 
the score cards of the officials 
after Rocky Marciano. had 
knocked out Walcott proved | 
that Rocky had to score the 
knockout to win. Had the bout 
gone to the finish Walcott 
would have been an easy de- 
the cards re- 


cision winner, 
vealed. 

It may have been that Gav- 
flan had been weakened 


either by making weight or be- 
cause of his recent illness but 
a man of his ability should 
brush aside a fighter like Sax- 
ton. 

There was nothing like the 
usual fire in the attack of the 
former champion and he did 
more than his share of hold- 
ing, pulling and hauling which 
marred the bout from the be- 
ginning to end. 

The referee was the hardest 
working man of the three in 
the ring, trying to pry the men 
apart. 

So, althogether, there is not 
too much sympathy coming to 
Gavilan for the loss of his 
crown, even though the verdict 
seemed to be incorrect. 

He was the favored one in 
two other close decisions, once 
against Billy Graham in Madi- 
son Square Garden when he 
was given the nod to the 
amazement of the fans at ring- 
side and at TV. 

Also he successfully defend- 
ed. his crowh in Syracuse, N.Y. 
against Carmen Basilio the 
night that Basilio fioored Gav- 
ilan for a count, one of the 
very few times any foe had 

ever dumped the Kid on the 
canvas for a count. 

That almost caused a riot in 
Basilio’s home town and offi- 
cials needed a police escort to 
get out of the building. 

Return Bout Likely, 

Despite Denials. 

RETURN match between 
A cwvitan and Saxton prob- 

ably will be in order, per- 
haps after the first of the year. 
And. with Saxton’s manager 
€alling the shots, it probably 
again will be held in Phila- 
delphia, unless Gavilan re- 
fuses to fight there as his 
manager now declares. 

It was the first match for 
the Cuban since he tried un- 
successfully to win Bobo Ol- 
son's middleweight title in 
Chicago last April. 

The bout with Saxton was 
postponed twice, once because 
Gavilan claimed an injury to 
his right hand, the same ex- 
cuse he gave for his failure to 
defeat Olson. Then the Kid 
contracted a case of the mumps 
to cause the match to be set 
back again. | 

There was a clause in the 
contract for the Gavilan-Sax- 
ton bout providing for a re- 
turn within 90 days in the 
event that Saxton won. Gavi- 
lan may be able to force the 
new champion to live up to 
that agreement, if he wants 
to.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21 (AP)—The 
stock-buying syndicate of the 
Philadelphia Athletics, sweating 
out word of an American League 
blessing that would make offi- 
cial their deal to keep the club 
in Philadelphia, today was 
threatened with a big damage 
suit by Arnold Johnson. 


clared he felt “wronged by: the 
Philadelphia group who so sud- 
denly appeared on the scene,” 
and has placed the matter in the 
hands of a Philadelphia law 
firm to study the advisability of 
filing suit. 


“In view of the indicated ad- 
vance ticket sale (in Kansas 
City) of almost $2,000,000, the 
measure of my damages should 
be substantial,” Johnson said. 
“The suit would be not only for 
the cash damages sustained by 
me, but also on the grounds 
that this group joined together 
to induce a breach of the con- 
tract which I made in good faith 
on, the purchase of the Ath- 
etics.”’ 


Verbal Agreement, He Says. 


In a Chicago meeting nine 
days ago, American League club 
owners voted to shift the Ath- 
letics’ franchise from Philadel- 
phia to Kansas City. 


“Roy Mack at that time agreed 
without equivocation to sell the 
team to me for transfer to Kan- 
sas City,” Johnson said in a 
statement. “It never was con- 
templated that Mr. Mack would 
be given an opportunity to look 
for other purchasers, or to do 
anything except to talk to his 
family. 

“It seems unbelievable to me 
that the agreement with me 
made in good faith. , . has now 
been violated.” 


Johnson conceded that his 
agreement with Roy Mack was 
verbal—“but it stood with me as 
something unbreakable, and it 
is part of the minutes of the 
American League meeting.” 

At the Chicago meeting, Roy 
Mack was given until last Mon- 
day to sell his stock to Johnson 
and thus complete a deal of 
nearly $4,000,000 that would 
wipe out the Athletics’ indebted- 


thusisatic Kansas City. 

Roy’s brother, Earle, and 
father, the venerable Connie 
Mack, long had pressed for the 
sale to Johnson but it was only 
at the Chicago session of club 
owners that Roy apparently 

ave in. 

Before last Monday’s deadline, 
a group of eight Philadelphia 
men bought the stock from the 
Macks and announced they had 
saved the A’s for their own city, 
where the club has been for 
54 years. Johnson was left hold- 
ing the bag. 

League OK Still Awaited. 

The American League vote 
needed to approve the Sale to 
the Philadelphia syndicate has 
not been forthcoming thus far. 
League President Will Harridge 
has had only one comment: 
“There will be no statement un- 
til the final papers have been 
signed for the purchase of the 
Philadelphia Athletics.” 

In the meantime, the would- 
be owners in Philadelphia can 
do little but mark time. 

Johnson, his dander up, said: 

“This is apt to be a long and 
expensive liiigation, but with 
the amount I have invested in 
this matter I am willing to go 
the limit. I am going to be just 
as persistent and tenacious in 
this litigafion as I have previ- 
ously been in reaching an agree- 
ment for the purchase of the 
A’s.” 

Johnson stressed that “this ac- 
tion is not directed in any man- 
ner against the American League 
or any of the club owners, all 
of whom in my opinion have 
acted in good faith, as have I, 
throughout this entire trans- 
action.” 

Art Gallagher, a member of 
the syndicate, said in Philadel- 
phia that he considers Johnson's 
statement “entirely unwar- 
ranted.” He asserted he had 
‘no reason to believe there was 
any final agreement” between 
Johnson and the Macks. 

“As I recall it the last thing 
Roy said before he left Chicago 
was that his final decision de- 
pended upon what his family 
wanted him to do,” said Gallag- 
her. “And it is clear from his 
transaction with our group that 
his family prevailed upon him to 
keep the A’s in Philadelphia 
where they belong.”

Every Man Past 


Proposal Studied by’ A.M.A. and Prompt 
Action Is Expected by Sponsor 
of Project.

NEW YORK, Oct. 21—A plan 
to take chest X-rays of every 
man past 45 years of age was 
announced yesterday by the 
American ‘Cancer Society as 
part of an all-out attack on lung 
cancer. 

Other aspects of this attack 
described at the society’s an- 
nual meeting are: 

The society has put aside 
for laboratory studies in the 
lung cancer field $500,000, as 
much as the tobacco industry 
has allocated for its research 
on the subject; 

The society is continuing its 
huge study of 184,000 men be- 

tween the ages of 50 and 70

ing lung cancer.” 

“This is in contrast to the 
non-smoker, whose chance of 
contracting lung cancer is 1 in 
170 or 1 in 190.” he said,

there is “in some quarters, an 
unbecoming skepticism of sta- 
tistics in general and of these 
remarkably consistent results in 
particulan,” He defended sta- 
tistics pointing the success the 
method had, when it was far 
less efficient, in discovering

Cancer- Causing Chemical Re- 
ported in Cigarette Paper. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (UP)—A 
powerful cancer-causing chemi- 
cal compound has been identi- 
fied in burning cigarette paper, 
it was disclosed today. The com- 
pound is 3,4 benzpyrene. 

In mice it is one of the most 
powerful cancer-causers known 
to science. No one knows what 
it does to persons. 

D. V. Lefemine, research 
chemist of the Cancer Institute 
in Miami, identified 3,4 benzpy- 
rene in tars obtained by burning 
cigarette papers. 

Lefemine’s findings have been 
known in chemistry circles for 
some weeks and have caused 
considerable discussion. The 
biggest-scale statistical study of 
the smoking habits of lung-can- 
cer victims showed that compar- 
atively few were heavy pipe or 
cigar kers—compared with 
the number of heavy cigarette 
smokers. 

Lefemine’s report to the 
southeastern regional meeting in 


Birmingham of the American 
Chemical Society represented 
the first identification of a can. 
cer-causing chemical compound 
in cigarette smoke, and it was 
found in the paper rather than 
the tobacco, 

Lefemine suggested that jt 
might be possible to treat ciga-. 
rette paper chemically g0 as to 
prevent 3,4 benzpyrene forming 
as “a combustion product.”

day chairmen. 

Morehead Patterson, chairman 
of the national committee and 
chairman and president of the 
American Machine’ & Foundry 
Co., said Utah has an effective 
state chairman in the person of 
Mrs. Ray Ashton of Vernal, and 
that Utah will play an active 
role in the U.N. day observance. 

President Eisenhower desig- 
nated Oct. 24 as U.N. day and 
called on Federal :iand State 
Governments and all citizens to 
co-operate in appropriate ob- 
servance. 

In a letter released by the 
committee, Lee, who is a Re- 
publican, wrote the President “I 


see little hope in United Na- 
tions as it is presently consti- 
tuted of reaching any lasting 
peace now or in years to come.” 

The Governor's letter stated 
that official United States pol- 
icy has recognized the fact that 
the U.N. is not an effective ora 
gan for peace. 

The letter added: “This is 
shown in the efforts that have 
been made outside the United 
Nations to organize the free na- 
tions into an alliance opposed 
to the spread of Communism. 
These alliances would not be 
necessary if the United Nations 
were truly effective.” 

The committee said Sherman 
Adams, assisant to President 
Eisenhower, replied to Lee that 
the Governor’ s. refusal to lend 
support was “regrettable.” 


Adams wrote that the Presi- 


dent regards the U.N. as both 
an opportunity and a necessity. 
“You have observed that ‘the 
United Nations is not an effec- 
tive organ for peace,’” Aurr:s 
wrote.

U.S. CONSIDERING 
ATOMIC MISSILES 
TO FIGHT BOMBERS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (UP) 
—The Government is thinking 
about developing a special new 


family of atomic weapons to 
guard North America against 
bomber . attacks, responsible 
sources said today. 

Such weapons, when and if 
perfected, would be expected to 
reduce drastically the number 
of enemy bombers that could 
penetrate outlying continental 
defenses and cut through to vital 
targets. 

Sources said decisions are ex- 
pected in the next six months 
on whether to proceed with the 
development of atomic warheads 
for anti-aircraft guided missiles 
launched from the ground and 
possibly for missiles launched 
from jet interceptor planes. 

The disclosure lent support to 
already published speculation 
that the next series of American 
nuclear teast may involve air- 
defense-type atomic warheads. 

Authorities said such weapons, 
installed in the far north and 
covering a large area with each 
burst, could forestall enemy use 
of large bomber formations. And 
bombers sent singly or in Paris, 
once detected, would’ be easier 
for air defense forces to knock 
down.

‘Dickensian Delight 


HARLES DICKENS is still a gold mine for cinema pro- 
(( sicers it is again demonstrated in “THE PICKWICK 

PAPERS,” a British production at the SHADY OAK and

, ONMc Not only has the throng of characters 
, in the novel been beautifully portrayed in 
S a teeming Dickensian canvas, 
characteristic gentle but droll humor of 
the book been succulently extracted. But 
BS Director Noel Langley, who also wrote the 
script, has accomplished something of a 
masterpiece on his own in reducing the 
600 rambling pages of the comic misadventures of Mr. Pick- 
wick and his friends, on their jaunts through a merrier 
England than Dickens was wont to portray, to 109 minutes 
of film which seems to contain all the meat of the literary 

work. 

He has given it a thread of continuity and a sharp and 
touching ending. He reasoned Dickens’ viewed Mr. Pick- 
wick as an idealist, a comic little knight errant, who set 
himself against an arch-enemy, the scoundrelly, light-hearted 
Alfred Jingle. But Mr. Pickwick’s sojourn in the squalid, 
bestial confines of a debtors’ prison, a matter of principle 
to prevent the shysters, Dodson and Fogg, from bleeding 
him on a breach of promise suit, shows to his horrified 
conscience a side of life which he never dreamed existed 
in his rosy and amiable little England, and he learns to 
have more understanding of the Jingles of the world. 

“The Pickwick Papers” is, up to this penetrating climax, 
completely delightful, whimsically charming, and _rib- 
tickling. It is perfectly cast, and the scenes and characters 
are molded to follow as closely as possible the famous Phiz 
drawings which accompanied the original publication. 
James Hayter makes a perfect Mr. Pickwick, the rotund, 

- bald-headed, twinkling little gentleman who gets into so 
much trouble because he is so kindly and high-principled 
jn a naive way. Right there with him in honors is Nigel 
“Patrick who gets down to a T the jaunty, effervescent 
rapscallion, Jingle, of the terse, telegraphic sentences. Oth- 
-ers in this joyful melange who register exactly are Alex- 
ander Gauge as the flirtatious Tupman, James Donald as 
“that timid sportsman, Winkle, Lionel Murton as Snodgrass, 
Harry Fowler as the insouciant and confident Cockney, 
Sam Weller, Donald Wolfit who carries away the courtroom 
scene as the ferocious Buzfuz, Hermione Gingold as the 
.schoolmistress, and a dozen more. 


‘Good Story Always Bears Retelling 


The Italian movie producers must follow the news as 
avidly as a Giant fan follows Willie May's batting average. 
Six weeks ago at the Shady Oak and Richmond we had an 
Italian film, “Rome, 11 O’Clock,” about how an old stair- 
way, thronged with several hundred girls, 
looking for jobs, collapsed with great 
havoc; it traced in flashback the stories 
of a number of victims. The stairway col- 
lapse was an actual happening. Now we 
have another Italian film, “THREE FOR- 
BIDDEN STORIES,” at the PAGEANT, 
about a similar stairway collapse, which 
traces the stories of three girl victims in flashback. 

The feeling of “this is where I came in” is unfor- 
“tunate, because “Three Forbidden Stories” is competently 
done on its own as a collection of slice-of-life vignettes, 
with the frankness that the Italians have made a stock in 
trade. All are well acted by three beautiful young actresses 
‘and painstakingly directed by Augusto Genina. No one

Excellent Food May Contribute as Much to Success of Affair as the Drink

NE of the surest ways to 
0 louse up a cocktail party, 

next to slugging all the 
guests with cheap whisky, is to 
serve. an assortment of wierd 
canapes made out of whatever 
happens to be kicking around in 
the ice’ box. 

Too many women fancy them- 
selves gifted with a lot of cre- 
ative imagination along canape 
lines. So fortified by their egos 
and some recipes dimly remem- 
bered from the women’s maga- 
zines, they fill platters with lit- 
tle odds and ends which frighten 
guests by their very sight. The 
taste is often indescribable, but 
they can usually be counted on 
to send the guests rushing home 
for the bicarbonate. 

As we have said before,. the 
canapes are a very important 
part of any cocktail party, and 
anyone who makes them should 
know what they are about. Good 
canapes don’t just happen. 

One particularly good item of 
food may contribute as much to 
the success of your party as the 
martinis, I went to a cocktail 
party not long ago where the 
center of attraction on a well- 
laden table was a large platter 
of hot sauerkraut balls. Many 
of the guests had never eaten 
them before, and during the 
evening half the people were 
asking what they were, and the 
rest were remarking on how 
good they were and wondering 
how they were made. 

* 

T is the aim and duty of a 

column like this to tell you 

how they’re made, so here 
goes. Start with a half pound 
each of lean beef, lean ham and 
lean pork. Run them through 
the meat grinder and then add 
a finely chopped onion and a 
teaspoon of minced parsley. Mix 
it well and then saute it all in 
butter until it’s nicely browned. 

Next, mix two cups of flour 
with a teaspoon of dry mustard 
a teaspoon of salt and add that. 
Follow it with two cups of milk 
and let it cook, stirring all the 
time, until it gets thick. Then 
let it cool. When cool, add two 
pounds of cooked and drained 
sauerkraut, and then run every- 
thing through the grinder two 
more times. Then roll it into

little balls no bigger than an 
English walnut. Roll the balls 
in flour, dip them in beaten egg 


and roll again in fine, fresh 
bread crumbs. Fry them a few 
at a time in fat no less cnn 
370 degrees until they’re golden 
brown. Let them drain a minute 
on paper and serve them while 
they’re still good and hot. They 
have a delicious piquant flavor 
which is hard to describe but 
unlike anything you've ever 
eaten. 

Little slabs of tired toast with 
some little pieces of unidentified 
fish on them may serve some 
people.as canapes, but I'd rather 
have one good fried scallop than 


a whole platter of the dictate 
They're wonderful for cocktail 
parties, and if you have a chafing 


Gish or one of the new casseroles 
with a heating unit under it, it’s 
no trick to serve them hot and 
keep them that way. It’s been 
my observation, however, that 
well cooked scallops don’t have 
time to get cold. 

Put the scallops in a paper 
bag along with some seasoned 
flour and shake them around un- 
til they’re lightly coated all over. 
Have your deep fat at 375 de- 
gress. If you don’t have a cook- 
ing thermometer, be sure the 
fat is smoking. It’s very easy to 
overcook scallops, so watch it. 


A minute and a half to two 
minutes is all it takes, unless 
they’re unusually large. As a 
rule as soon as they turn golden, 
they’re done. -Put them in a 
chafing dish or casserole. On 
one side put a generous sauce 
dish full of tartar sauce. On 
the other side put a dish of lem- 
on wedges. Anyone who would

At the proper moment, which 
will be recognized by any good 
omelet maker, spread this mix- 
ture over the eggs. Fold the 
omelet over and when it’s done 
-—~-I like to let mine cook two or 
three minutes after folding— 
slide it onto a hot platter. Then, 
of course, eat it. It serves four. 

Statistical note: Some readers 
have asked us how much differ- 
ent size cans hold. A No. 1 can 
hold approximately a cup and a 
third; a No. 2 can approximately 
two and a fifth cups and a No. 3 
can, about four cups. Incidental- 
ly, it takes three teaspoons (not 
two as many people think) to 
equal a tablespoon.

‘Mother-Blaming'

ATERNAL rejection! This is one of the least accurate 
M and most overpublicized concepts with which the child 

specialist of today has badgered an ever-believing 
public. 

We certainly do not say that no mother has ever re- 
jected a child. (Or that no child has ever deserved to be 
rejected by a mother!) We do say that in our opinion there 
has been much too much talk about the whole thing. Too 
many mothers have blamed themselves for their children’s 
emotional difficulties, because of the fear that they may 
have rejected these children. 

Or they have refrained too long from using adequate 
disciplinary measures with their children for fear that these 
measures might be interpreted as rejection. Or they have 
accepted, with self-blaming, some clinic’s diagnosis that 
they have unwittingly been rejecting a son or daughter. 


eo ee 

WE’VE NEVER GONE ALONG very far with this whole 
concept. And we're happy that no less a journal than the 
American Psychologist (December 1953) has published an 
editorial by an accredited psychologist which questions the 
value of much of the current “mother-blaming” literature. 

We don’t of course, have room to quote this editorial 
in its entirety. Nor can any single editorial be expected to 
demolish a concept so widely popularized. (If it could just 
shake it a little, we should be gratified.) 

This article comments that such notable psychiatrists 
as Deutsch, Erickson and Ives Hendrick have all argued 
against the value of this concept. Hendrick has stated spe- 
cifically: 

“This dichotomy (between the acceptance of mother- 
hood or its rejection) is false. The capacity to enjoy moth- 
erhood results from a resolution of conflicts of many kinds, 
not just an acceptance or rejection of the actuality of the 
baby. That there is a ‘maternal instinct’ or ‘mother love’ 
conceived as a unitary impulse is a sentiment imposed by 
our culture, but not justified by clinical study. Actually 
love of a child involves all aspects of a woman’s emotional 
life and interpersonal relationships; it satisfies many fan- 
tasies and requires the solution of many conflicts. To con- 
ceive of the problem as one of acceptance or rejection is an 
oversimplification which will frustrate all sincere scientific 
effort as surely as it would to conceive all problems of in- 
fection as defined by the presence or absence of fever.” 


x *k * 

THE ARTICLE CONTINUES, “To the extent that dis- 
cussions of maternal rejection reach the general public, they 
also may have an adverse effect. Assuming that unconscious 
maternal rejection is a meaningful concept, the only cure 
involves making the rejection conscious, The constant re- 
iteration of the evil effects of rejection, whether conscious 
or unconscious, may result in m parents afraid to face 
even their transient and innocent moods of hostility towards 
their children. Thus, if the maternal rejection talk has any 
effect on mothers at all, it probably makes it harder for 
them to recognize and handle their hostility.” 

We are happy to see that this problem of “mother-blam- 
ing” is coming into open discussions,

Some Hints 
On Painting 
Furniture 


LMOST everyone will tackle 

the job of painting a piece 

of furniture because before 
you start it looks like a pretty 
simple matter. 

Trouble is that even some- 
thing that looks as simple as 
painting a chair or a chest of 
drawers has an unfortunate way 
of turning out to be more than 
you bargained for. 

First rule in painting furni- 
ture is to remove all the hard- 
ware, pulls, etc. Even if these 
items are to be painted, you'll 
do a better job if you paint 
them separately rather than try 
to include them in with the 
larger work. 

Next rule for furniture paint- 
ing is to start on the boftom 
area or on the hard to get at 
spots. In the case of a chair, 
turn the chair upside down and 
do the bottom and the legs. 
Then turn.it right-side up and 
do the large easy to reach areas. 

When painting something like 
a chest of drawers, remove the 
drawers and paint them sepa- 
rately. If you don’t remove the 
drawers, you take a chance of 
finding, after the job is done, 
various and sundry little un- 
painted spots. 

Most furniture is painted in- 
doors and this means you'll 
probably need artificial light. 
Be sure to have enough light 
and have it all around so you'll 
be able to see how evenly the 
paint is applied. 

Another point about indoor 
painting is dust. If you use a 
slow drying finish in a room 
with a good deal of dust floating 
about, you'll end up with a 
rough finish. Best rule is to 
use the fastest drying finish that 
will do the job and don’t apply 
it or any other finish in a room 
which has just been swept or 
dusted 


Last but not least, be sure 
that the room jin which you 
work is properly ventilated and 
put down plenty of papers or 
rags to protect the floor from 
the wet paint.

He also trained 
once with the Yankees, but de- 
nies the rumor that he actually 
held a contract. 

Probably his most famous film 
role was as “Elmer, the Great,” 
a rookie pitcher, and one of his 
most-quoted gags also concerns 
his favorite sport. 

“I had two idols,” he explains, 
“Ty Cobb and William Jennings 
Bryan. I tried to play like Cobb 
but actually I played like 
Bryan.” 

Now in his early 60s, Joe 
doesn’t play baseball any more 
but he does keep up a strenuous 
schedule otherwise. Even on the 
day of a show, he’s up and out 
of his hotel room at an hour 
many theater people would con- 
sider the dead of night. 

No matter where his career 
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takes him, he carries along a 
touch of home in the form of 
numerous phetographs which he 
scatters around his hotel room 
and in the theater dressing 
room. One ts of him and his 
mother, Mrs, Anna Brown, who 
lives in Toledo, O. Others are 
of his grandchildren. 


He has been married 39 years 
to the former Kathryn Frances 
McGraw and they make their 
home in Brentwood, near Los 
Angeles, They are the parents 
of four sons and daughters, one 
of whom, Capt, Don Brown, was 
killed overseas in World War II. 

The auburn~-haired comic, 
who started hig career as a 
schoolboy acrobat, became one 
of the theater’s busiest and 
most popular entertainers dur- 
ing the war. He traveled more 
than 800,000 air miles to visit 
troops at the front, 
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HEN his own children were 
very young, before their 
father had made his name 
and fortune with the big grin 
and flair for comedy, he some- 
times found it hard to earn 
enough to. support his growing 
family. 

“When I was in burlesque, I 
had a chance to go into the hit 
play, ‘Listen, Lester,’ at more 
than double my salary,” he said. 
“But I felt that it was necessary 
to stay with burlesque to gain 
more experience, and anyway, 
I felt I owed that much to the 
man who had given me a 
chance. 

“So I turned down the other 
role and about seven months 
later, I was called for it again, 
and that time, my boss let me 
out of my contract, for which 
I will always be grateful. But 
that first night, as I had on my 
make-up and was ready to go on 
stage, word came there would 
be no show. Equity was on strike. 
I didn’t even know what Equity 
was then. I thought it was a 
laundry. 

“IT sat up all night trying to 
decide what to do, whether to 
go out with the others or stay 
on the job. I was concerned 
about my family, but “then I 
knew that I would take care of 
them someway and decided I 
should side with Equity. So I 
went down to the Equity office 
the next morning and borrowed 
$5 to join. 

“It was one of the biggest de- 
cisions of my life. My family 
Was up on a farm in New York 
State, but for five weeks I knew 
what it meant to go hungry. 
Some days, I lived on 5 cents.” 

But then as the strike was 
settled and Broadway’s lights 
came on again, his career started 
to prosper, and from there he 
went into films and stock com- 
pany work. He sums it up: 

“In the early days, I wasn’t 
getting my name up there in 
lights, but I decided this long 
ago: Don’t worry about the bill- 
ing. If you’re good, you'll leave 
‘em not only laughing but talk- 
ing about you.”

Naturally enough, both ,South 
and North were influenced by 
their 30 part-score, and each 
felt that it might be much easier 
to make three spades than four 
diamonds. This, of course, was 
not the fact, but the spade con- 
tract would have been quite 
satisfactory if South had applied 
ordinary logic and discretion to 
the play. 

West opened the club king; 
East: overtook with the ace and 
returned the suit. West led a 
third round, and South could 
not refuse to ruff—to do so 
would mean virtually sure de- 
feat if the adverse trumps were 
not divided 3-3. But after ruff- 
ing the third club, South had to 
exercise true discretion—and he 
didn’t. 


South .started off right by 
leading the diamond king, and 
when West held off, following 
up with a low diamond. West 
went in with the ace and, diag- 
nosing correctly that it would 
not do any good to give his part- 
ner a diamond ruff, shifted to 
hearts. Dummy won, and now 
South made the totally unwar- 
ranted assumption that he would 
have to draw trumps. This tech- 
nique left East with the master 
trump, and left South high and 
dry. 

When West, having taken the 
diamond trick, shifted to hearts, 
South shoyld have been delight- 
ed to lead another diamond and 
permit an adverse ruff. This 
would be the defenders’ fourth 
trick—and their last: If East 
ruffed the third diamond, de- 
clarer could then draw trumps 

after controlling any return; and 
if East declined to ruff, declarer 
could easily take all the rest of 
the tricks by cross-ruffing hearts 
and diamonds with high trumps.
